The year began with @ @erfes 6f'10°-cases in the village 
of West Newton for which the school was closed from 22nd 
January to lst March. They ware a continuation of the last 
yeere eases, one proved fatal in January. The last case was 
reported on the 16th February, An isolated case occurred 
in the adjoining village of Sandrinzhem in May.
